I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the 
condition and progress of the University. 

The total number of persons who entered for the various 
Examinations of the University during the year 1904, was 
3,267 ; while in the previous year it was 3,019. 

The Appendixes to this Report contain Tables giving all 
important details connected with the Examinations held in 1904, 
for both male and female candidates. A Table is also given 
showing the Academic progress, in the various Faculties, made 
by Students matriculated in 1881 to 1903, inclusive. 

There were three public meetings of the University in 1904. 
The first two were of a formal character, and were held on the 
12th day of May and the 28th day of July, respectively, mainlv 
for the purposes of conferring degrees on the candidates who 
had qualified therefor at the Medical Examinations held in the 
Spring, and at the Arts, Law and Engineering Examinations held 
in the Summer. 

The third meeting of the University was held on the 28th day 
of October, to confer degrees on the Candidates who qualified 
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therefor at the Autumn Examinations, and to declare the 
distinctions obtained by Candidates at the Honour Examinations. 

Details of the proceedings at these meetings are given in 
Appendixes I. and II. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Act of Parliament, 
44 and 45 Yic., chap. 52, the accounts of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the University, with the corresponding vouchers and 
other documents, are rendered quarterly to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General, who submits an annual report and abstract to 
Parliament.

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'Another distinguished graduate of the University has gone from 
amongst us Dr. William A. Browne, the founder of the endowment for 
the promotion of the study of Colloquial French and. German which bears 
his name. Dr. Browne was a student of Queen s College, Galway, and for 
many years held a high position in the War Office. His affection for Ins 
old Cffilege showed itself in the practical form of founding an endow- 
ment theft, similar to that which this University owes to him He has 
thus set an example in respect of his College and lus University which 
it is to be hoped our graduates will endeavour to imitate. 

The Senate has unanimously voted honorary degrees to two distinguished 
scientists, Sir William Crookes and Sir James Dewaa bir 

William Crookes is author of various contributions, extending 
from 1851 to the present time, in the “ Philosophical Tians- 
actions" of the Boyal Society, dealing with scientific subjects, 
in particular with molecular physics and radiant mate. in 

the course of an extended investigation upon the metal Thallium, 
which he discovered in 1861, he found, when performing weigh- 
ings in a vacuum, that the metal appeared to be heavier when cold than 
when hot. He explained this phenomenon as a “ repulsion from radia- 
tion,” and expressed his discovery in the statement that m a vessel ex- 
hausted of air a body tends to move away from another body hotter than 
itself. On this principle he constructed the famous Radiometer. 
Thence he was led to his celebrated researches on the discharge of elec- 
tricity through highly rarefied gases and on radiant matter, and to the 
development of his theory of a “ fourth state of matter. ’ In 1883 he be- 
gan an inquiry into the nature and constitution of the rare earths, and 
obtained important results, amongst which was the discovery m 1898 of 
anew member of these earths, monium, or victorium. Amongst his 
published works are “ Select Methods in Chemical Analysis, Manual of 
Practical Assaying,” “Handbook of Dyeing and Calico Printing, 

“ Treatise on Metallurgy.” Sir James Dewar’s published papers deal 
with a variety of scientific subjects— for example, coal-tar bases 
Graham’s hydrogenium and its physical constants, the atomic volume of 
solid substances, solar temperature and the temperature of the electric 
spark, the chemical efficiency of sunlight, electric photometry, and the 
chemistry of tho electric arc. In conjunction with others, he investi- 
gated the physiological action of light. His name is most widely 
known in connection with his work on the production of low tempera- 
tures, and on the liquefaction of the so-called permanent gases. He was 
the first to obtain liquid and solid hydrogen, and is the joint inventor of 
cordite. It is a matter for great regret that neither of these two distinguished 
gentlemen has been able to be with us to-day— Sir William Crookes 
through illness, and Sir J ames Dewar through pressure of official duties ; 
but you will allow me, on your behalf, to welcome them to the ranks of 
our graduates, to assure them of our warm appreciation of the success 
which has attended their efforts to widen the bounds of knowledge, and to 
express the hope that what they have done in the past is but earnest of 
the scientific triumphs which the future has in store for them. 

You will be pleased to hear that their Majesties the King and Queen, 
who, as you are well aware, are Honorary Graduates of this University, 
have most graciously honoured the University by presenting the Senate with 
large, signed, engraved portraits of themselves, which will be handsomely 
framed and suspended on the walls of the Senate Hall. Last year, it will 
be in your recollection that the University conferred honorary degrees on 
their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Connaught. In recogni- 
tion of the honour conferred on them, their Royal Highnesses have most 
kindly presented the Senate with signed photographs of themselves, which 
will be framed and suspended in the Senate Hall on either 
side of the portraits of the King and Queen. I should like 
as Chancellor to avail myself of this opportunity of expressing 
the sorrow with which this University heard of the accident 
which lately overtook his Royal Highness the Duke _ of 
Connaught, and which might easily have been of a much more serious 
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character, and how universal has been the joy with which we have re- 
ceived the news of his Royal Highness’s complete recovery.

In view of the increasing import- 
an<» of a colloquial knowledge of modern languages, it is very gratifying 
to be able to state that the examiners have reported that the answering 
oi both these ladies reached a very high standard. 

With regard to the M.D. Degree Examination, the unusually large 
number of nine candidates entered for the degree. Gold medals 
tor distinguished answering have been awarded to John Eldeb Mac- 
trwAiNE and to John Stbwakt Febguson Weie, whose place of educa- 
tion is Queen s College, Belfast. 

And now, ladies and gentlemen, I have completed the list of those who 
Jiave obtained honours or who have distinguished themselves during the 
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course of tlie recent examinations. There remain the rank and file. May 
I be permitted to address a few words, not only to the winners of 
prizes, but to those who must necessarily form the large majority m all 
Universites, as well as in other assemblies of men and women, and who, 
after all constitute the great working body of all organisations, without 
whom the world’s work could not be carried on. Experience shows that 
many of these in after years will prove themselves not only the equals, 
but sometimes even the superiors, of those who have obtained greater 
honours during the early stages of life’s race. “ Reading,” says .bacon, 

“ maketh a full man, conference a ready man, and writing an exact man, 
and it might be justly added that varied reading, observation, thought, 
travel, and imagination make a wide-minded man. Honour men are as a 
rule the elite ot the Universities ; we are all proud of them, and recognise 
how large a proportion of them in after life become distingushed m the 
various walks of life ; but still it is quite possible for ,a man to take high 
honours at a University in special subjects, and yet to leave it ignorant 
of much which a really well-informed man should know, and to degenerate 
into a narrow-minded and even bigoted person. The field of knowledge is 
so vast that it is impossible in the present century for a man to obtain 
first-class eminence without specialisation, but this is all the greater 
reason why every student who desires pre-eminence should be careful to 
build a wide foundation of knowledge upon which, later on, to erect his 
superstructure. To obtain true wisdom and breadth of thought a man’s 
reading and observation should be wide and varied ; and he should be 
gifted with imagination in order to be able to realise the situations and 
circumstances of the characters and times of which he reads, or which he 
observes, and to be able to project himself into the lives and thoughts of 
men and women, whether living or dead, so as to appreciate and recognise 
the motive springs of human action at different periods and under vary- 
ing conditions. In the twentieth century there is no room for the nar- 
row-minded or bigoted man. He is an anachronism. An accurate Press, 
free libraries, cheap literature, easy and rapid means of travel, the 
electric wire, and the submarine oable, universal photography — all these 
should make ’it difficult for a man to pass as educated owing to proficiency 
in certain narrow branches of knowledge, and yet be ignorant of that 
general information in. regard to the world in which he lives, and of the 
modes of thought, and of the moral, mental, material, and physical con- 
dition of his fellow men which differentiates the man of liberal education 
from the pedant or the book-worm. I doubt whether it would be an 
exaggeration to say that half of the wars between nations waged in 
modern times, of the suicidal struggles between capital and labour, and 
of the strifes between man and man arise from ignorance, from the mis- 
understandings begotten of ignorance, and especially from lack of 
imagination on the part of disputants to see the strong points of their 
adversaries positions. In my humble opinion it should be the aim of all 
universities to produce men of wide vision, capable of realising that all 
knowledge is comparative, that in this imperfect world there are gene- 
rally two sides to a question, and that true wisdom will recognise human 
limitations by the adoption of an attitude of cautious reserve, and of a 
friendly and courteous regard towards all genuine seekers after truth. 
Though other universities might boast men of greater learning than those 
educated at the Royal University of Ireland, I should desire no greater 
honour than to be Chancellor of a University which produced graduates 
possessed of a higher standard of general knowledge, and endowed with a 
greater liberality and breadth of thought than those who had passed the 
educative period of their lives in other centres of learning. “ The more 
readily we admit the possibility of our own cherished convictions being 
mixed with error, the more vital and helpful whatever is right in them 
will become,” says Ruskin. True knowledge and intolerance cannot exist 
in the same person. A Newton becomes painfully conscious of his limita- 
tions. The really erudite man learns to be humble-minded. He has been 
out to sea and has discovered depths beyond the reach of the sounding 
lead of human knowledge. His sympathy goes out to his fellow toilers, 
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and he oan allow for human error, knowing well how impossible to men 
is the acquisition of perfect wisdom. Let us then, as members of an im- 
portant University, conscious of our responsibilities, continue to cultivate 
the habits of intellectual modesty, of wide-mindedness, of tolerance, and 
of sympathy. We shall thereby augment our influence, and not detract 
from our usefulness in the world. These virtues will in no wise diminish 
the estimation in which our University is regarded. Although it is only 
within comparatively recent years that she has joined the noble company of 
academic institutions, we have no cause to be ashamed of her record. 
She has done good ,and noble work. Whatever may be the future, now on 
the lap of the gods, which may be in store for her, she can advance with 
erect front, conscious of a distinguished and useful past, animated by the 
stirrings of a youthful life in sympathy with all the best aspirations of 
modern thought, strengthened by many proofs of an ever-increasing degree 
of public estimation, and determined that no effort on her part shall be 
lacking to render herself worthy of the noble name she bears, of the vast 
responsibilities which have been placed in her hands, and of the confidence 
of the Irish people.
